Bu t Finland su pported her pro- 
Nazi leaders, possibly hopelessly bu t 
probably willingly, 
preferring 
the 
Germans to the Ru ssians. For that 
decision, which only staved off this 
day when she has become another 
Italy, she m u st pay bitterly. 
The 
United States, one of her longest- 
su ffering friends, can tolerate her 
no longer, 
Finland 
drops to the 
rank of the H itlerite Balk ans. 
Oddly enou gh, the m an most res­ 
ponsible for'F inland 's position is a 
former Ru ssian army officer, Field 
Marshal G u stav M annerheim, hail­ 
ed from 19 18 to 19 41 as Finland’s 
gioatest p atriot. He now stands as 
another Mu ssolini, wreck er of the 
cou ntry at whose birth he played 
the roles of both father and mid­ 
wife. He now rank s even lower than 
Hitler’s other satellites. Der Fu ehrer 
brou ght them u nto line with irre- 
sistable 
pressu re. 
M annerheim 
joined him with gu sto. 
Not tha t M annerheim wou ld have 
joined happily in a war on Norway, 
Denmark , Belgiu m, Britain or the 
United States. Bu t he saw oppor­ 
tu nity for revenge, for recaptu re of 
territory, and for venting of an old 
gru dge against the Soviets. 
And let their be no dou bt as to 
M annerheim 's 
responsibility.

Swedish w riter aptly said: “Finland 
is a repu blic bu t has both a presi­ 
dent and a k ing. The k ing is called 
M annerheim .” 
A high-r%n*ing >*ffi ?r 
in the 
C zlni a rmy , M annerheim . then 
4 0, 
fled from the Bolshevik s in 19 17. 
R etu rning home after 20 years, he 
fou nd the Finns dream ing of free­ 
dom. He organized an army, invited 
G erm an help in the form of Gen 
Von Der Goltz’ Baltic army, drove 
ou t .the Ru ssians and was dictator 
of the new state u ntil, having fos­ 
tered elections for 
a

government, he stepped ou t in 19 19

B ritish Tank 
Unit Outflanks 
Caen In Drive

SUPREME HEADQUARTERS. Allied Expeditionary Force, Ju ne 28. — 
A powerlu l British armored drive ou tflank ing Caen sm ashed throu gh the 
Germans Odon river defenses today and a big tank battle blazed in open 
cou ntry live miles sou thwest of that eastern Normandy base. 
The invasion’s biggest tank battle appeared to be u nder way or in the 
oiling in the open terrain below Caen, which the G erm ans m u st defrtid 
or go into fu ll retreat. The Germ ans have concentrated fou r arm ored 
divisions in the Caen sector. 
The steel fist of Gen. Sir Bernard L. M ontgomery’s offensive, pu nched 
across the Odon river, headqu arters said, and a field disp atch said it had 
battered on more than a mile beyond the river. 
German and Allied tank s then clashed in open cou ntry a 
mile north­ 
east of Esqu ay—itself six miles sou thwest of Caen and abou t midway be­ 
tween the Odon and O rne rivers. 
"The operation is very su ccessfu l 
and we hold a very strong corri­

dov. Enrl W arren’s Republican key note speech, 
aside from being a bell-ringer for the party , had a 
message of general interest to the public at large—in­ 
cluding the political opposition. 
'ilie governor talked about opening the door for all 
Americans —"to open it not, just to jobs, but to oppor 
tunity .” 
Americans have been preoccupied in their 
post-war thinking with 
the 
necessity 
of 
finding 
enough jobs to go around. 
We have been neglecting 
the source of jobs, which is enterprise 
Before the war boom came along to make so m any 
jobs th at people couldn't ire found to fill all of them, 
enterprise was having a fight for its life under .some 
of the strangest circumstances ever created by politics. 
Instead of nursing the source of the people’s well-be­ 
ing and the 
government's 
revenue 
back to health, 
politicians were spending mast of their waking hours 
sticking pins In it to make it squirm. 
T hat was New Deal policy before the war. 
During 
the war, of course, enterprise has been called on to 
perform miracles, using public funds but depending 
on its private wits. 
It has done what was expected 
of it, fmd in most cases it has exceeded expectations. 
But the public funds won't last forever. 
As Qov. W arren has said—and the sentim ent isn’t 
partisan but objective—the question is whether the 
United State's will be- able, after the war, to move for­ 
ward to new and greater opportunities. 
There Is an 
honest difference of opinion over the means of doing 
so, and that is the political issue of 1344 
Mr. Roosevelt’s following will continue to stand for 
the ideas which have characterized it since it threw 
overboard the platform 
adopted 
by the Democratic 
convention in 19 32 and instituted th e New Deal; it 
will stand for more of the same. 
The Republican party will stand for a change of 
direction and a change of atmosphere. 
It will submit 
for the people's consideration that more of the same 
would be simply to take up the frustration of the de- 
presskm where it was interrupted by the beginning of 
the War boom. 
It will subm it that the only way to 
make* jobs is to make opportunities, because real jobs 
can come only from continuous expansion of private 
enterprise. It will submit th at the policies favored by 
the NTew Deal did not help enterprise before the war 
boom and cannot help It after the boom. 
The issue in 19 44, in other works, is not a talking 
point raised by political spokesmen, but a question in 
the minds of all the people. 
By stuting it, Oov. W ar­ 
ren lias done a good job for all the people concerned 
in it as well as for the Republican convention .

PRICE INDEX 


A further Increase of approxim ately two points In 
the price index being supplied by CIO to offset the 
.index used by the bureau of labor statistics and to 
mutch whatever other index may be adm itted as evi­ 
dence In the cost-of-living argum ent suggests that the 
whole price index business is about washed up. 


A price index lias no actual relation to the cost of 
living. 
The cost of living 
Is 
what 
families pay to 
m aintain themselves. If their incomes do not rise, it 
rem ains a fairly constant figure, regardless of what 
happens to the price index. 
If their Incomes do rise, 
their cost of living is likely to rise with It. 
Thousands ot families 
whose 
incomes have not 
risen, or have decreased, are living for no more than 
it cost them to live before the war or less. 
Any one 
of them could make up a prise index of the things 
they buy which would not remotely resemble the in­ 
dex of the things being bought by other families whose 
cost of living has soared because they had the where­ 
withal to let it soar. 
In short, u price index is not a cost-of-living index 
If it were, citizens whose cost of living has gone up 
300 percent, instead of the modest 
45.3 pointed to by 
the CIO, would have an argument for an increase in 
income, too. 
There can be as many indexes as there 
can be combinations of commodities and all of them , 
including the one prepared 
by 
the bureau of labor 
statisMcs, are worthless as guides to what it actually 
costs people for living expenses. 


IT TAKES TWO TO RACE 


Gov. Dewey apparently has clinched the Repub­ 
lican nom ination tor president in advance. 
Barring 
such a turn of events as occurred four y ears ago at 
Philadelphia, when he alsa apparently had clinched 
the nom ination, the honor of heading the party will 
belong to him when the balloting is over. 
If there had been no race for the nom ination there 
would be no honor in having it Gov. Bricker has made 
the race. Every body else dropped out. 
except 
former 
Gov. Stassen of M innesota, 
who 
couldn't do much 
running by remote control from his 
past 
aboard a 
battleship. 
Perhaps it has been sm art politics for Gov. 
Dewey 
to pretend he wasn't racing 
when 
he was, and it 
m ight have been sm art politics tor Gov. Brtcker to 
pretend he w asn’t racing, either. 
But there is such 
a thing as politics being too sm art 
There are no dele 
gates in the convention, it is safe to bet, who aren’t 
glad Gov. Bricker made the statem ent th at he thought 
its presidential nom ination was worth having. 
The 
opposition should be allowed to retain its monopoly 
on the one-man race. 
It ceases to be interesting after 
a while.

Stand Prepared For Pacific 
Fleet's Showdown Bat­ 
tle With Japs

PEARL HARBOR—The medical 
.a rm of the American fleet in the 
Pacific is ready and has its plans 
all drawn for a passible show-down 
battle with the Japanese fleet. 
The fleet medical officer, Capt. 
T. C. Anderson, who is on the staff 
of Admiral C hester W. Nimitz, in­ 
dicated in an interview that the 
plans were 
form ulated 
long 
ago 
and the men aboard all warships 
which m ight be involved in such a 
raging 
battle-to-the-death 
would 
get the speediest and best treatm ent 
humanly possible. 
M ortality Rate Very Low 
And past experiences 
provide a 
wealth of inform ation on future 
plans for the navy can point to the 
fact tha t the m ortality. rate for 
- its wounded in this war has been 
* k ept at approxim ately three 
per 
cent as compared to the seven per 
cent figure of the last war. 
In outlining medical 
plans for 
a possible fleet engagement, Cap­ 
tain Anderson said:

“Tlie initial care of injured is on 
combatant ships. Each ship is equip­ 
ped not only for first aid treatm ent 
but for continued care of patients 
until they may be transferred to 
a hospital ship or to a base hospi- 
/ tal ashore.

Iriod In 1842-43. the 45-bed Solace 
cared for 10,000 patients of which 
7,500 were war casualties. Of the 
entire 10,000, only 16 men died.

the 
medical personnel of this converted 
passenger liner, built in 19 27. The 
Solace has been referred to as "the
